Federal Rulings 
Binding on States, 
Dixie Judge Says 


JACKSON, Miss. (API - A 
State 
Sunn me 
Court 
justice 
who once wrote that the 1954 
U S. Sup reme Court school deci­ 
sion “ is not the law of the land" 
now say s that federal rulings in 
civ il rights cases are binding in 
state courts in similar cases. 
Justice Tom P 
Brady , who 
had written a p amp hlet called 
“ Black Monday ,” attack ing the 
U.S. court in 1954. ruled Monday 
that two Negroes who desegre­ 
gated a Greenv ille, Miss., p ark 
three y ears ago were denied 
their constitutional rights. 
In a written op inion in the 
cases against Carroll Bolton and 
Amv e 
l>-e 
By num, 
Justice 
Brady 
said. 
“ Irresp ectiv e 
of 
how erroneous it may ap p ear, 
or how odious it is, a decision of 
the U.S. Sup reme Court is still 
the ultim ate in judicial deter­ 
mination and is binding on the 
tribunals and citizens of the re­ 
sp ectiv e states in comp arable 
cases.” 
The two Negro girls wers ar­ 
rested aiter they attracted a 
crowd of white p eop le, then re­ 
fused to obey p olice orders to 
mov e along. 
Greenv ille 
Chief 
of 
Police 
W.C. Burnley testified in a low­ 
er court tn: two had a riglu to 
use the p ark and had done noth­ 
ing 
wrong but that 
v iolence 
would hav e occurred if they re­ 
mained. 
The Washington County Court 
handed down sentences of $100 
in fines and 90 day s in jail and 
Circuit Court affirmed the cas­ 
es. 
In rulings on Jack son Free­ 
dom rider eases of 1961. the 
State Sup reme Court Monday 
ruled sev en other cases should 
be considered on the sam e basis 
as the Greenv ille arrests. 
Justic Brady had written his 
p amp hlet while a State Circuit 
Court judg'1 in Brook hav en. It 
was distributed by segregation­ 
ist organizations, p rincip ally the 
Citizens Council. 
Brady , while still a Circuit 
Court judge and a Mississip p i 
Democratic national committee­ 
man. nominated then Gov . Ross 
R. Barnett for p resident at the 
1960 Democratic conv ention in 
Los Angeles.

slruggle between the court s two factions 
Chief Jastice Warren told the California Bar 
Association two y ears ago that rumors of "fer- 
r'blc controversaries" within the nine-man Court 
were "unjustified by the facts." Nevertheless, 
the Court under Warren has been sp lit into 
what some ob vrvers n°t alway s accurately 
label "conservative" and "L iberal" wings. 
The comp lexion of the court should be farily 
easy to describe, excep t it is alway s a mistak e 
to think y ou can p redict how a judge will rule. 
Also, it is well to bear in mind the p ara- 
dozical adage that a p olitical liberal, when ele­ 
vated to the bench, tends to rule more nearly 
bv the doctrine of stare decisis <to let p rior 
decisions control) than does a conservative. 
A court comp osed of, as Justice Felix Frank ­ 
furter once said, "nine free men," is not lik ely 
to be dominated by its chief justice or any one 
else Chief Justice W arren, however, has been 
for the p ast 10 y ears what one observer calls 
a "lightning rod" for the court. 
Lining up with the chief justice ordinarily 
are Justices Hugo L. Black , William 0. Douglas, 
and William J. Brennan. These are the core 
liberals or "judicial activists." 
Leading sp ok esman for the so-called conserva­ 
tive "judicial restraint" p hilosop hy is Justice 
John Marshall Harlan, grandson of a great 


dissenter, John M Harlan. Justice Potter Stew 
art usually sides with Harlan. 
That leaves Justices Tom C. Clark and By ron 
R White in the center, holding the balance 
o f 
p ower. Justice Fortas. who has argued im­ 
p ortant caser before this very court, must 
be considered a ''h# » ral on the basis of his ante­ 
cedents 
Any court is the sum of the mindsets of its 
members. 
The Warren court, on balance, 
lea ns toward 
the left. But Hugo L. Black , o rdina rily an a c­ 
tivist, at the last session wrote 
a stinging dis­ 
sent in the Connecticut birth control case. 
He deoired the assump tion that the Constitu­ 
tion "either exp ressly or imp liedly " gave the 
court p ower to strik e down laws merely be­ 
cause they were thought unreasonable or un­ 
wise. "The adop tion of such a loose, flexible, 
uncontrolled standard," Black wrote, 
. .if 
ever it is achieved, will amount to a great 
unconstitutional shift of p ower to the courts.’* 
In the p ast decade, the court 
ha s ha nded 
down landm ark decisions that have signaled 
revolution in equal rights for Negroes, in re­ 
ap p ortionment of 
state 
legislatures 
and 
m 
strueter rules for treatm ent of perso ns a ccused 
of crime. 
Readjustments in a highly mobile, volatile 
society will continue to p ressure the nine free 
men on the Bench. "We are very quiet there." 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes once said, "but 
it is the quiet of a storm center. ”

I/)cal circles susp ect the United States ha s 
more than academic interest in the Malo govern­ 
ment.

The Central Intelligence Agency ’s local agent 
is Bhana Yann, though his real name is Claude 
Yeats from Carson City . Nav, Yann's native 
wile is a cousin of Nr Nrj Tnt by a form er 
m arriage. He met her while she was attending 
Columbia and he was an undercover agent on 
Morningside Heights. It is local custom to use 
a native name for mixed m arriages 
There is a flourishing American colony here, 
with headquarters in the Pursht quarter, in­ 
habited by m em bers of the FLN, Xa secret 
organization whose members tak e an oath to 
get U.S. aid for the y ak industry . 
Grand M arshal Malo 
ha s not been seen in 
p ublic since the last y ak exhibition here, hut 
his voice has been heard 
o v er the ra dio a nd 
sounded strong In a message

But these insiders fear not 
for the soul of the clergy man.

They k now he is Monsignor

Higgins.

TYiey are aware of it because there are few 
men who k now American and world labor—its 
intricacies and intrigues, its crusaders and cor­ 
rup ters — as does Father Higgins. 
There a re few labor functions at which one 
do es no t encounter the gentle monsignor, es­ 


p ecially in Washington where he is with the 


National Catholic Welfare Conference. 


THUS HE HAS become an intimate friend of 
AFL-CIO p rexy George Meany , himself a de­ 
vout Catholic — and of the Lutheran Walter 
Reuther, too. among hundreds of others. Father 
George thus is. in effect, an unofficial "envoy ” 
to the House of Labor. In 
a sense he is labor’s 
' env o y ," too, and his voice has been heard in 
high Vatican councils. 


He is, however, one of many "labor p riests" 
who sp ring to mind as one meditates over the 
visit of Pop e Paul to the U N glass house, so 
different from the Vatican halls, and to the con­ 
crete cany ons, so different from the hills near 
Rome where rests the Caste! Gandolfo 


A bustling world has little noticed the fight­ 
ing p riests, famed inside labor all the way from 
the waterfront of the Philip p ines to Philadel­ 
p hia and New York . 


They 've fought the mob They 've battled the 
Communists. Many times the p riests struggled 
into exhaustion, which along with nhvsica! dan­ 
ger 
followed 
them 
into 
their 
schools 
and 
churches. 
Right now Father Philip Carey , of New York 's 
St. Francis Xavier Church, is in the hosp ital 
recovering from a heart attack . It was he and 
Father Corridan who became the famed water­ 
front p riests when they took on the Manhattan 
mobs back in the 50s 


THERE IS Father Charles Owen Rice, who in 
the old Pittsburgh day s was alway s on hand 
when steelwork ers and those of the electrical 
unions needed sk illed infighting to beat back the 


Communists in the CTO. 
Few insiders forget Father John Boland, the 
Buffalo p riest whose strong hand and soft voice 
actually moved him into p ublic office in trou­ 
bled day s. He became regional NLRB director 
there, and then chairman of the State Labor 
Relations Board. 
And few who k now the stock y , courageous, 
deceivingly p uck ish Father William Smith wiU 
ever forget him. Ho was the first, I believe, 
to start a modem Catholic labor school. There 
aip many of these now training men and women 
to understand resp onsible trade unionism and 
the 
dangers 
and 
subtleties 
of 
Communist 
infiltration. 
It was Father Smith, who in 1940, p ut to­ 
gether the Crown Heights School for Catholic 
Work men in Brook ly n 
Today he directs St. 
Peter s College Institute of Industrial Relations 
but desp ite harrowing nours, there alway s 
is 
time to duel with Jim Hoffa. 


THEY HAVE guts these labor p riests. I've 
seen them walk through rings of gangsters, 
howling 
Communist op eratives, and machete- 
carry ing Castroite camp esmos. 


Here it’s in the tradition of Baltimore's Jam es 
Cardinal Gibbons of the exp losive 1880's. When 
Canadian p relates frowned on the Knights of 
Labor — the industrial unionists of that era 
who won the following of over 700.000 work ing­ 
men 
—Cardinal Gibbons went to Rome 
He 
convinced Pop e Leo XIII to endorse the Knights 
of Labor. 


It was the first such recognition of militant 
labor. The Knights brok e up in fratricidal bat­ 
tle and a new organization led by a cigar mak ­ 
er. Sam Gomp ers. survived. 
Then in 1891, Pop e Leo issued the first of a 
Catholic trilogy of social ency clicals —‘‘Rerum 
N ovanim " (New Things» . It sp ok e of labor’s 
rights 
to 
organize 
for 
bread, 
dignity 
and 
freedom. 


Four decades 
later. 
Pop e 
Pius XI issued 
"Quadragesimo Anno" (Fonv Years After). 
It 
ujnlated and reaffirmed Pop e Leo's ency clical. 
Finally cam e John XXHI's 1981 ency clical — 
‘ Mater et M agistra" —(Mother and Teacher), 


Through the trilogy ran the central theme of 
a socially resp onsible so ciety in Pop e Leo's 
words, "Every man has by nature the right to 
p ossess p rop erty as his own." 
Ret. desp ite the basic tradition, let no one 
think each labor p riest, in big city or in the 
jungle’s edge, in the field or near the factories, 
think s alik e 


They have their faith in common And their 
courage. But these day s they do intellectual bat­ 
tle among themselves, too. 


And that is good It’s the k ind of stimulation 
labor needs. 


Incentive 
Recognized

Out of the welter of news disp atches and 
comments analy zing the recent changes in the 
Soviet's economic sy stem, one fact stands out— 
incentiv e has been recognized as essential to 
lore 
and 
better 
p roduction. 
This doesn’t mean that the 
Russi ans have turned all the 
way toward cap italism or even 
any considerable distance in 
that direction but it illustrates 
the almost insurmountable dif­ 
ficulty that arises in try ing to 
harmonize the objectives of 
theoretical socialism with the 
realistic truths of economic 
D a rld L* wt»W * p rogress 
The net result could he more confusion and 
even less imp rovement, thus causing moie dis­ 
content inside the Soviet Union 
At least the 
Soviet rulers and Communist leaders have come 
to realize that a vast p op ulation cannot b* 
regulated entirely from the Kremlin and that 
there must be some 
co ncessio ns made to hu­ 
m an nature and individualism. 
Ironically , this dilemma is to some extent 
op erating inside the United States as the qu m* 
aocialistic think ers p aint rosy p ictures of a 
" reat socety " and a p ermanent p rosp erity . 
They continue to advocate more and more cen­ 
tralization of government and the grant of more 
monop olistic p ower to ' ix» r iimons. tl reby 
block ing the road to a wider enjoy ment of p ro- 
fi s and a lower and lower cost of living for 
the average citizen. 
The .Soviet 
pla n—recommended in long sp ee­ 
ches by Prem ier Kosy gin and now ap p roved by 
the Central committee of the Communist p arty 
—calls for an abandonment of many of the re­ 
gional economic councils and the se’ting up of 
iewer but nevertheless imp ortant group s of 
governmenet minis’ers. They are to issue reg­ 
ulations to the managers, who are to be allowed 
to retain the p rofits they mak e for p artial use 
as bonuses or higher p ay . This recognition of 
thethe imp ortance of incentives is not altogeth­ 
er new in Russia, bu the doctrine hereaf er 
is to be more extensively ap p lied, and greater 
discretion is to be given to the local manage­ 
ments 
V« The so-called "p rofits’ to be encouraged will 
not go to p rivate p ersonnel but will be set up 
in the government's account as a book k eep ing 
credit to each enterp rise, so its p rogress can be 
measured and the quality of its p roduction ap ­ 
p raised by higher au’hority 


TTie London Times in an editorial, interp rets 
the change as an effort by the Moscow goven- 
nient "to devise a sy stem which would enable 
it to retain sufficient central control to ensure 
same time p ermit enough local initiative to 
the fulfillment of national goals and at the 
p romote efficiency . 


The editorial adds- 
"Controls over the size of the labor force 
will be abolished, and bonus schemes made 
easier. Outp ut p lans, however, will continue to 
be set from above, investment cap ital will be 
allocated from the center, and p rices will be 
fixed. This means that the 
p rofits' so often 
referred to at the Central Committee will be 
very different from those under cap italism. 
"All the talk of p rofits and mark et forces, 
it seems, has given rise to strong p ressures for 
scrap p ing 
administrative controls 
altogether. 
Once again, the administrative resp onse has 
been to try to streamline the existing scheme 
rather than risk releasing forces which it might 
be difficult to k eep in bounds. Russia goes on 
swinging from one tack to another." 
The Lo ndo n Daily Telegrap h tak es this view: 
"TTie p resent changes are recognizing what 
In pa rt already exists. More imp ortant, they 
amount to a rep udiation of the Marxist doctrine 
that all value derives from labor, and a move 
towards accep ting, in however disguised 
a form, 
the cap italist concep ts of rent, interest, p rofit, 
m ark ets a nd p rices. Now encouraging to see 
the Soviets mak ing a dash for economic free­ 
dom! 
It would be ironic if Britain 
should 
choose this moment to move in the op p osite 
directio n." 
« 


IT’S THE SAME story every where, whether 
it’s in the p rogram of the Socialist Labor p arty 
in Britain for nationalization of industry , or 
in the advocacy of collective coercion in this 
country through the use of federal funds or by 
comp ulsory unionization as the p rice of a job. 
It becomes clear that eventually there can 
be no individual freedom if the law m ak ers 
ignore 
human 
nature 
a n d 
incentives 
to 
efficiency .
